Some of the OBSERVATIONS made by }V.P. 


Upon the Trade of 


Triſh Catrtel. 


1 Hat the value of the Ox2n and Sheep ( their Hides, Tallow, and Skins 
| dedviGted) which were ever imported in one year out of Zrelard into 
England, were never worth above Eighty thouſand pounds, nor above the hun- 
dredth part of the Rents of Land in Exeland, nor above one hundred part of the 
Bute meat yearly ſpent in Encland, 
. That Treland never yet did, nor could ſpare as many Sheep and Oxen alive 
Or Fa id, as would maintain a fifth part more people than now 1t hath ; that is 
© ſay, than would maintain about Thirtcen hundred thouſand people 3 of which 
2umber , there are about Eleven hundred thouſand now in Ireland. 

3 Whereas Ireland contains three quarters as much Land as Ergland and 
7zles, and there be above Six millions of people 1n Exgland ; 1t follows, That if 
7reland can furniſh Fleſh-meat but unto Thirteen hundred thouſand, that England 
canmot with cqual plenty furniſh Meat unto the ſaid Six millions. 

4. The Owners of Breeding-lands have ſince the Prohibition not gotten above 
Te: 1 {hili:ngs per head more for their Cattel than before it 3 which the Owners of 
the 7o:in>-lands have > paid them, and loſt, Morcover, the Mariners of Emgland 
hve luft th> gcrting of Nine ſhillings and S1x pence per head for Freight and Pri- 
220 3 an the Peoplc of Enelcnd have Ioſt Four Shillings and Six pence per head 
more tor Driving and Grazing, The King hath loſt Three Shillings and Six pence 
per head for Cuſtom. on both fides , beſides Officers Fees. And the Traders in 
Hides and Tallow have loſt what they might have gained out of Fittcen ſhillings 
per head : And the \crchants and Artiſans of Exgland have loſt yearly what they 
might have gained by One hundred and forty thouſand pounds worth of E7e/1j1 
Maniaftarcs. The Wool-growers of Ereland have lol as much as their Wool 
if follen by r2afon of the ex: eraordinary $ heep-walks now in Ireland. The Land- 
tords of Ir elend rclident in Ergland have loſt Five per Cent. extraordinary tor 
Exchange of Vioney Laſtly, t the bulk of the People of Ereland have loſt one 
Halt-peny for every ' pound 05 Fleſh-meat thoy have ſpent ; amounting for all 
Eng land unto about Two millions per an. of which great Sum, the Owners even 
of Breeding-lands have paid three times more in the 11 ahanſment of Wages and Ma- 
aufactures, "than they got by the raiſed Rate of their Cattel above mentione 

- Since this Prohibition, the Papiſts in Zreland (who are Eight hundred thou- 

God in number) have gotten a Diſpenſation from Roxze to cat Fleſh five days in 

the week , whereas formerly they did but four. In which extraordinary day of 

Jn lulzence, there is as much Meat ſpent by the Papiſts in a year, as cver was 
brought into Ereland. 

6. "Although : a Beaſt worth Forty ſhillings might be brought out of Treland, 
cven to Loxdor, tor about T wenty ſhillings ; yet the Land of England, ocnerally 
taken, 1s worth five times as much, Acre for Acre, as the Lands of Ireland gene- 

rally taken. Neither can the Lands of Ireland riſe up to a Level of value with 
thole nErgland, without the miſlion of ſome Millions of people more into trelznd 
than now are there, nor without the expence of more Millions in Buildings and 
Improvements than all Ircl.z:d4 18 now worth : Nor can the Lands of E neland tall 


down to a Level with thoſe 1n irelazd , without vaſt Depopulations and Deva- 
ſtations preceding. 
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Every cf the before mentioned particulars can be readily proved , from erounds 
of ſence known, granted, or athentique.
